TUCKER’S TOW N, Bermuda, 
Dec. 2—Prime Minister Churchill, 
accompanied by Foreign Secretary 
Eden and a score of British gov- 
ernment experts, landed here to- 
day after a bumpy overnight flight 
from Britain. They plunged im- 
mediately into a series of private 
talks on the aims of the Big Three 
meeting opening here Friday. 

The 79-year-old British states- 
man, who expects the French pre- 
mier and his delegation here to- 
morrow and President Eisenhower 
with the American group Friday, 
will seek as close an agreement 
between the three major Western 
nations as is possible on variety 
of world problems with aim of 
easing international tension. 

“Both Sir Winston and I hope 
and believe that the work we are 
going to do here will be of service 
not only to our countries but to 
the peace of the world,’’ Eden 
declared shortly after following 
Churchill from the great white and 
silver stratocruiser Canopus after 
it touched down in brilliant sun- 
shine at 1:42 p. m. 

The presence in the British dele- 
gation of W..D. Allen, assistant 
undersecretary of state for Far 
Eastern affairs, was a sign that 
the Korean negotiations and entire 
Far East, including the future of 
Japan and Communist China and 
possibly Southeast Asia, might 
come under general review. 

It has been noted, too, that Lord 
Cherwell, former head of the Brit- 
ish atomic energy program and 
long a scientific adviser to Church- 
ill, is in the party.

House Should’ Approve 
Loan Shark Measures 


Two bills designed to curb..the vicious 
practices of loan sharks are up for consid- 
eration by the House of Representatives 
and we trust both of them will get over- 
whelming support. They have already 
received Senate approval. 

One would require concerns lending 
$300 and less to register with the Secre- 
tary of State and thus be subject to can- 
cellation of their licenses if they violate 
state laws. The other would prevent the 
firms from forcing borrowers to take out 
health insurance policies on the loans. 

Sen. Everett Millican, sponsor of the 
legislation, points out that the two meas- 
ures would cut the ‘‘take” of loan a 
eteers in half. 

Mr. Millican and others agree that 
these measures will not completely solve 
the loan shark problem. However, they 
are steps in the right direction. Legislation 
directed toward the elimination of usury, 
in whatever guise, should be the contin-

Ex-Traffic Officer Defends Georgia Cities 
From Charges of Harboring ‘Speed Traps’ 


Atlanta—I would like to make a 
bold statement: I don't believe 
there is a single speed trap in 
Georgia. I was a traffic officer 
for a south Georgia city for five 
and a half years. We always tried 
to be as lenient as we could with 
tourists—to show them every pos- 
sible consideration. But you can 
go just so far. You had a job to 
do and if you didn’t do it, the 
chief would get somebody that 
could. But you would still get the 
same pay whether you made 10 
cases or 100. There is no quota 
you have to meet. 


Now when a motorist comes off 
of a highway after driving any- 
where from 50-80 and 90 mph 
and into a town where the speed 
limit is 30 or 35 mph, he thinks 
he’s doing fine if he comes down 
to 45 or 50—sometimes even 60 
mph. And school zones—you hard- 
ly ever see a tourist observe the 
speed limit of a school zone. They 
reduce the.speed from, which they 
were traveling, but not to the 
posted speed limit. —

Weir, the man. who runs Atlanta’s water works, 
occurred at 2:15\0n the afternoon of Nov. 2. <9 
At that time the gauge on the wall of his office which reports on 
pressure in the city’s mains fell to zero. A 36-inch main at the Hemp- . 
bill pumping station had burst, and for all practical purposes Atlanta 
had more water on some of its streets than there was in the mains. ” 


There was a minor flood at 
Northside Drive and the Southern 
Railroad underpass, and a major 
drought elsewhere. Quick action 
by S. E. Craven, superintendent 
of the pumping station, and. Sher- 
man Russell, superintendent of the 
purification plant, in closing down 
their operations averted an ex- 
pensive tragedy in the way of 
wrecked and damaged equipment. 

Quick work on the part of all 
hands finally restored water pres- 
sure to normal, but not until 15 
hours had gone by. Atlantans that 
day received a poihted lesson in 
the vulnerability of their 50 mil- 
lion-dollar water system to attack, 
sabotage and breakdown. They 
also learned the hard way that a 
constant water supply cannot be 
taken for granted but is something 
that is the result of planning and 
constant attention. 

The break had all kinds of re- 
percussions that should have 
turned Mr. Weir’s red hair gray, 
but hasn’t yet. The first hour was 
the worst. His office in city hall 
could not reach the pumping sta- 
tion by telephone because of one 
of the greatest switchboard jams 
in the city’s history. It took an 
hour to cut out the break. For 
that period the city was at the 
mercy of any fire bug or fire that 
may have started accidentally. 

Atlanta’s water system is a fine 
one. It is one of those departments 
to which the citizené can point

A baseball scout lives by the 
men he turns up, and some have 
made pretty fair careers out of one discovery. There was Jack 
Doyle, for instance, who delivered Gabby Hartnett to the 
Chicago Cubs. He was a delightful Doyle, but without going 
into statistics on him, he was never a prolific discoverer of 
great talent. 

Greenwade’s job on Mantle required no great genius, and 
that’s his own story. Mantle was there in Commerce, Okla., for 
the taking, a kid out of position at shortstop. A couple of other 
scouts had looked at him, and one had turned him down because 
*‘he’ll never play shortstop in the majors.’’ The other made a half- 
hearted pass at him. The remarkable thing now is that a boy with 
all that talent packed into his substantial frame cost only $1,500, 
$1,150 to sign and the rest to play out the season at Independence, 
Kans. It grows more remarkable with time.

But who was this Tom Greenwade who did the job? To begin 
with, he got some of the best training a man can get in baseball 
diplomacy. After knocking around in the lower minors as a 
pitcher and manager, Branch Rickey got word of him and took 
him for the Dodger scouting staff. In four or five years Green- 
wade got the most important job ever assigned a Brooklyn scout, 
maybe any scout. 

He got an urgent message one day in 1944 to meet Rickey in 
Kansas City. When he got there Greenwade thought he’d made a 
mistake, for Rickey Tr registered at the meeting place and 
had no reservation. 

“I just didn’t get it, and that desk clerk kept giving me 
funny lvoks,’’ Greenwade said yesterday while baseball hu- 
manity milled about him at the Biltmore Hotel. ‘Finally, 
he asked me what my name was and then he told me that 
Mr. Rickey had registered under the name of Greenwade and 
was waiting for me. 

“All that secrecy had me buffaloed, and I got more curious 
after he sat and talked to me about things that had happened in 
his life. He told mé one story about the time a hotel refused to 
allow the catcher of his Ohio Wesleyan team to have a room. 
The catcher was a Negro, and I began to get the idea.’’

Rickey wanted to send a close-mouthed scout to Mexico to 
inspect a Negro shortstop named Silvio Garcia. ‘‘They say Di- 
Maggio can’t carry his glove,’’ Rickey told him. 

All manners ef cloak and dagger strategy were used. 
Rather than have to tell Mrs. Greenwade where he was going 
and leave the word behind, Rickey sent her on the trip. A 
bank account had been set up for them in Mexico City. An 
attorney had been retained, and Greenwade set out. 

As it developed, Garcia never did make it. Greenwade turned 
him down, but he did recommend a squat 19-year-old Negro who 
eaught for the Monterrey team. His name was Roy Campanella.

1,500,000 Defense Workers Strike 
In Biggest British Protest Since °26 


LONDON, Dec. 2 (®—More than 1,500,000 workers in key 
defense and export industries walked out for 24 hours today 
in Britain’s biggest labor protest since the 1926 general 
strike. 


Production of everything from ships and jet fighters to 

‘ household appliances was affected. The workers, egged on by 

Communists, hamstrung plants and shipyards in England, 
Scotland, Wales and northern Ireland. 

The walkout was called by the Confederation of Ship- 
building and Engineering Workers to back demands for 15 
per cent industry-wide wage increases which employer fed- 
erations said would cost them $350.000,000. 

. Gavin Martin, general secretary of the confederation, 
claimed all of the 2,000,000 members were out. Surveys 
showed, however, that the work stoppage was not fully ef- 
fective everywhere. It appeared to be from 70 to 80 per cent 
effective.

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GEORGIA’S PIONEER PEAT MINER CLEANS UP ON THE BACK PORCH 


Mr. and Mrs. Palmer Marsh of Pine Harbor Discovered Peat in Pasture 


Goose Pond Yields Rich Peat Deposit 


By AGNES McCARTY 


Constitution Women’s Editor 
PINE HARBOR, Dec. 2— 
Should a falling star land in 
your pasture, dreams may come 
true if you're willing to grub 
rather than stand around 
wishing. 


* Mr. and Mrs. Palmer Marsh 


are developing a peat mine 
from a meteor crater made by 
a celestial body that landed in 
Georgia centuries ago. 

The Marsh farm is in Long 
County about six miles from 
Ludowici. The family lives in 
Pine Harbor and Marsh drives 
back and forth each day to 
supervise removal of the valu- 
able substance from the old cra- 
ter bed once known as, ‘The 
Goose Pond.’’ 


AIDED STORM VICTIMS 

The Marshes first bought the 
Goose Pond from the State of 
Georgia because it adjoined 
their Ludowici property and 
they wanted to use the fields 
around it as cattle grazing land. 

Mrs. Marsh, a former social 
worker who won national grati- 


tude and recognition for her 
work in aiding the victims of 
the Gainesville tornado and a 


great Ohio river floor, noticed” 


the coal black earth around the 


pond but didn’t identify it as 


peat humus. 


Then one day while shopping 
for plants in the. five-and-ten- 
cent store, Mrs. Marsh found 
what may turn out to be @er 
fortune. She realized the 
humus used to grow potted 
plants was the same stuff she 
owned acres of in the goose 
pond—and it was selling for ten 
cents a quart. 


She rushed home to tell her 
husband the news. Palmer had 
the substance analyzed and re- 
sults indicated it was high-grade 
peat, 

The product was there but 
was of no more value than it 
had been as pasture unless it 
could be mined and marketed. 
Marsh, a University of Geor- 
gia Forestry school graduate, 
began working out details for 
getting the black fortune out of 
the ground. 


After several systems failed, 
the peat was finally gathered 
through use of a digging 
machine—same as those used 
for ditching. ‘‘It’s like digging 
in gelatin, the stuff's so soft,” 
Marsh explains. 


LOOKS LIKE SOOT 


The peat (looks like soot when 
it’s dehydrated) is piled up in 
heaps to dry. Artificial heat was 
tried for quick drying but the 
peat got solid as concrete with 
that process. Then it’s stored 
in an elevator Marsh built be- 
side his barn. 

Marsh visualizes marketing 
the peat to ,nurserymen §aill 
over the country. There are peat 
bogs in Florida but most of the 
humus used now is imported 
‘from Europe. 

Every night when March 
comes home, covered with black 
dust, his wife meets him at the 
door with a towel and soap. 

Mrs. Marsh picks up the 
smudgy towel and says, as 
wives have never been known 
to remark before, “Look how 
black it is. Isn't it beautiful?’’

Farm Prices 
Stable, Says
